Adiong those ex ecuted wa s Thoma s 
J enniugs, a negro, the first sla y er In 
crimina l history ev er 
arrested,

a nd Thoma s Schultz, conv icted of sla y ­ 
ing Fred W. 
Guelzow, Jr., 
a 
truck 
fa rmer. 
They kept up a bold front to 
the v ery day of death. 
They ma de a 
show ing of brav ado and joked 
with 
their v isitors. 
Men Ex ecuted One at a Time. 
Members of

rema ined 
with ea ch ma n until tlie last. 
They 
took part in the death march and re­ 
ma ined on the ga llows during the ex ­ 
ecutions. 
The executions did not ta ke place 
simultaneously a s U w a s feared the 
m e n might a t t e m pt a dem ons tration, 
a s was the case when the an arc hist s 
w e re hanged.

Tho scab is allowed to dry in tho air, 
and comes away in about a fortnight, 
without leaving a scar. 
If any trace 
of the tattooing then remains, tho 
treatment is repeated. 
Dr. Tranchant 
claims to have applied this treatment 
in a great many cases with perfect 
success.

of roses. 
But Ito did not pay much 
attention to the homage paid him by 
his countrymen. 
He stopped to order 
from mo a case of wine and a box of 
the best cigars, and hardly had he ar­ 
rived Jn his room when he requested 
that the order bo duplicated 
He did 
not want them for himself, for Ito did 
not drink. 
He was preparing for bis 
visitors. 
"This act of Ito’s proved to me what 
I had often heard before, that the 
Japuneso abroad are the most hospi­ 
table people in the world. 
Ito was a 
wonderful man. 
He reminded me In 
face and figure of 
the virtuoso 
Du 
Parhman, who was celebrated some 
years ago. 
He was slight of figure, 
but his face was grave and strong 
I 
spent a number of years In .Japan and 
know something of the great men of 
that country, hut In my opinion Ito 
was the most remarkable statesm an 
the Flowery Kingdom has produced in 
innny years. 
It wus a severe loss to 
Japan when Ito was assassinated in 
Corea. 
“The Japanese are 
a 
wonderfully 
shrewd peoplo, hut I prefer the Chi­ 
nese. 
A Chinaman would go broke 
before ho would tell a He or avoid an 
obligation."

DIRIGIBLE SLED IS NOVELTY 


Boy 's Ordinary 
8 led May Also 
B« 
Combined W ith Handcar to Make 
Motor— Should be Low. 


(By J . A .BERGSTROM, In th« S' kntlfla 
American.) 
The 
accompanying 
illustrations 
show how an ordinary sled may bo 
converted into 
a dirigible sled, and 
how It may bo combined with a boy’a 
hand car to make a motor sled. 
Unlike the ordinary 
sled, 
that is 
steered by digging 
In the heels, 
or 
dragging the feet in the snow, from 
one side to the other, thereby cheek­ 
ing the « pood of the sled, the sled 
here 
shown 
has 
flexible 
runners, 
which may be curved to one side or 
the other by a steering bar, causing 
the runners to follow smoothly in tho 
curving tracks. 
The 
sled should 
be 
built low and narrow, and the run- 


Ordinary G irl's Sled. 


ners should extend well forward nnd 
rearward, which will materially add to 
the speed of the sled when coasting 
down a hill. 
Fig. 1 shows an ordinary girl’s sled, 
which la made Into a flexible or dirigi­ 
ble sled. 
The top part of the runners, 
shown In dotted lines. In cut off on 
a level with the seat and the ends are 
fastened together 
with 
a transverse 
bar a made of iron or wood. 
From 
this bar, and fastened thereto, are 
bars b, one on each side of the seat 
and parallel therewith. 
These bars 
are fastened to all the standards of 
the sled. On the front bar Is fastened 
a steering lever c, which is fulcrumed 
by the rearwardly-extondlng arm s d 
to the front part of the seat of the 
sled. 
It Is now evident that when the 
operator wishes to steer to the right, 
he presses the lever with the left foot, 
and vice versa. 
As the steering lever 
Is thus moved, It will be noticed that 
it moves the 
transverse bar 
to one 
side or the other, thereby curving the 
runners in the sam e direction, which 
will then follow 
smoothly 
In the 
curved tracks. 
It will be noticed 
from 
tho plan 
view, Fig. 2, that the end standard la 
bolted to the 
seat of the sled, 
and 
that the other two standards are not, 
so as to allow a fie" movement of the 
runners when operated upon by the 
steering lever. 
Two pieces of wood should be fast­ 
ened under the seat, a short distance 
each side of the forward standard, to 
allow for side movement. 
The old iron shoes on the wood run 
ners should be taken off and curved 
or hollowed as shown In Fig 4, or may 
be replaced by new ones, 
lly refer­ 
ring to Fig 2, it wjll be seen how this 
curving of the shoe may be accom-
